He  commended  the  Pinardville  Fire 
Department  for  turning  the  total  of  their  Fire  Equipment 
over  to  the  town. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1350.00  for  the  Goffstown  Public  Library. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1500.00  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  in  the 
Cemeteries. 

Article  4.     Voted  to  dismiss  this  article. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row from  time  to  time  as  needed,  certain  sums  of  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  not  to  exceed  in  total  at  any  time 
the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00)  Dollars,  giving 
the  Selectmen  the  right  to  renew  said  loans  in  anticipation 
of  taxes  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  renew 
the  Bridge  note,  so  called,  held  by  the  Hillsborough 
County  Savings  Bank,  upon  which  Four  Thousand 
($4,000.00)  Dollars  is  due  August  1,  1945,  at  such  time  as 
the  Bank  may  require. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  accept  State  Aid  for  improve- 
ment of  Class  Five  (5)  Roads  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Eleven  Hundred  Nine  and  73/100  (1,109.73) 
Dollars,  the  State  to  contribute  Four  Thousand  Four 
Hundred  Thirty-Eight  and  92/100  (4,438.92)  Dollars. 


Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Six  Hundred  ($600.00)  Dollars  for  expense  of  Grange 
Hall  and  Rationing  Board  Office  due  to  War  Emergency. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  buy  Five  Hundred  (500)  feet 
of  two  and  one-half  (2^/2)  inch  hose  and  Two  Hundred 
Fifty  (250)  feet  of  one  and  one-half  (IV2)  inch  hose  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  11.     Voted  to  dismiss  this  Article. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  continua- 
tion of  the  proposed  Sewer  in  Pinardville. 

Article  13.     Voted  to  dismiss  this  Article. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  authorize  the  establishment  of 
a  Planning  Board  as  provided  for  in  the  Revised  Laws  of 
New  Hampshire  Chapter  53,  Sec.  1  to  15  inclusive.  The 
Planning  Board  to  be  made  up  of  Seven  (7)  members,  and 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  with  the  advice  of  the 
Moderator,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  to  cover  any  expense  incurred 
by  said  Board. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  act  favorably  upon  this  Article 
and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  have  a  Fire  Escape  in- 
stalled on  the  Town  Hall  in  Grasmere,  leading  from  the 
third  floor  known  as  the  Banquet  Hall,  so  called,  so  that 
said  floor  may  be  usable. 

Article  16.  Voted  to  support  the  United  States 
membership  in  a  general  system  of  international  co-opera- 
tion, such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Con- 
ference, having  police  power  to  maintain  Peace  of  the 
World  by  the  following  votes:        65  yes        4  no 


Article  17.  Voted  this  Article  be  dismissed  and  the 
following  substituted:  That  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand 
($2,000.00)  Dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  be  used 
under  supervision  of  the  Selectmen  to  accept,  repair  and 
maintain  streets  in  Pinardville. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  purchase  a  Motor  Road  Grader 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  discontinue  as  an  open  high- 
way the  Richard  Road,  so  called,  leading  from  the  Mast 
Road  to  residence  formerly  owned  by  Frank  Guertin  and 
make  same  subject  to  gate  and  bars. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  reduce  the  number  of  Road 
Agents  of  the  Town  to  one,  beginning  at  the  end  of  1945 
Town  Meeting. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  ($250.00)  Dollars  for  improve- 
ment and  maintenace  of  Barnard  Playground. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Seventy-Four  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Sixty-Eight  and 
39/100  ($74,568.39)  Dollars  for  the  support  of  the  poor, 
construction  and  maintenance  of  Highways  and  Bridges 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year  including  the  amount  required  for  Memorial  Day. 

Ar:ticle  23.     Voted  to  accept  the  Printed  Reports. 

Voted  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  write  a  letter  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warren  Marshall  for  use  of 
Ration  Board  Office. 

Voted  the  Clerk  write  a  letter  of  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  Pinardville  Fire  Department  for  the  fine  work 
done  by  their  Department.

Goffstown,  N.  H.  —  June  19,  1945 

Meeting  opened  at  7:40  P.M.  in  the  afternoon  by  Mod- 
erator Alfred  W.  Poore.  Meeting  was  held  by  authority 
of  the  Superior  Court  and  conducted  exactly  as  any  regu- 
lar Town  Meeting. 

Warrant  was  read  by  the  Clerk.  Report  of  Budget 
Committee  was  given  by  Lawrence  Shirley,   Chairman. 

Mr.  Pattee,  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  explained  the 
Articles  to  be  taken  up  before  said  meeting. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Sewer,  in 
amount  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  the 
extension  on  Summer  Street  to  residences  of  R.  C.  Rhines 
and  Dr.  R.  A.  Backus,  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  borrow  this  money  on  short  term  notes. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  8:17  o'clock  in  the  P.M.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Grange  Hall  in 
Goffstown  Village  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March 
next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Polls  for  voting  to  open  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  close  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

First — To  choose  all  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  three  years,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  two  years  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
one  year. 

Second — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Goffstown  Public  Library. 

Third — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment in  our  cemeteries. 

Fourth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  ($400.00)  Dollars 
for  the  suppression  of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Fifth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  as  needed,  certain 
sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  not  to  exceed  in 
total  at  any  time  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00) 
Dollars,  giving  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  renew  said  loans 
as  may  be  found  necessary. 
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Sixth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  the  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Seventh — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  its 
Selectmen  to  renew  the  Bridge  note,  so  called,  held  by  the 
Hillsborough  County  Savings  Bank,  upon  which  Three 
Thousand  ($3,000.00)  Dollars  is  due  August  1,  1946  at 
such  times  as  the  bank  may  require. 

Eighth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  improvement  of  Class  Five  Roads  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Twelve  Hundred  Twenty  Six  and 
39/100  ($1,226.39)  Dollars,  the  State  to  contribute  Four 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Five  and  57/100  ($4,905.57) 
Dollars. 

Ninth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  same. 

Tenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  ($4,000.00)  Dollars 
for  the  continuation  of  the  sewer  in  Pinardville. 

Eleventh — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the 
sewer  on  North  Mast  Street  from  Clinton  Street  to  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Lewis  Hoyt  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same.  This  article  is  inserted  on  petition 
of  Albert  "W.  Juwel  and  eleven  others. 

Twelfth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its 
Selectmen  to  construct  and  lay  out  Larch  Street,  so  called 
(East  Side)  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same.  This  article  is  inserted  on  petition  of  David  La- 
brecque  and  nine  others. 
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Thirteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
lay  out  Moose  Club  Park  Road,  so  called,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.  This  article  is  in- 
serted on  petition  of  Willie  J.  Denoncourt  and  thirty- 
seven  others. 

Fourteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  ($3,000.00)  Dol- 
lars together  with  the  necessary  Class  Five  Road  money 
for  the  ensuing  year  to  widen,  straighten  and  improve 
certain  sections  of  the  Goffstown  Back  Road  to  Man- 
chester, this  work  to  be  finished  and  tarred  before  the 
ground  freezes  in  1946.  This  article  is  inserted  on  petition 
of  David  E.  Paige  and  eleven  others. 

Fifteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
Skating  Rink  and  Flood  lights  constructed  on  land  on 
Church  Street  through  funds  raised  by  the  Mothers'  Club 
and  to  place  it  under  the  authority  of  the  Playground 
Commission  to  promulgate  rules  for  supervision  of  the 
Rink  and  to  be  responsible  for  its  maintenance.  This 
article  is  inserted  on  petition  of  Mrs.  Osman  B.  Richards, 
and  twenty-four  others. 

Sixteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
necessary  money  to  install  and  maintain  Street  lights  on 
Mast  Road  from  Pinard  Street  to  Fairview  Street  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.  This  article  is  in- 
serted on  petition  of  Hector  Pellerin  and  twenty  others. 

Seventeenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install 
an  electric  light  on  Temple  Court  near  the  residence  of 
Simeon  Watts  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same.  This  article  is  inserted  on  petition  of  George  Ord- 
way  and  nine  others. 

Eighteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend 
the  Street  lights  on  Mast  Road  at  Parker  Station  a  distance 
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of  approximately  four  hundred  (400)  feet  westerly  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.  This  article  is 
inserted  on  petition  of  John  E.  Parker  and  nine  others. 

Nineteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
Street  light  on  the  Mast  Road  at  the  Bus  stop  at  Grasmere 
Station  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 
This  petition  is  inserted  on  petition  of  Albert  C.  Taggart 
and  thirteen  others. 

Twentieth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  and  the  Town  to  accept  a  public 
highway  extending  to  the  top  of  the  South  Uncanoonuc 
mountain  from  the  existing  way,  in  such  specific  place 
as  the  Selectmen  shall  deem  advisable  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  same.  This  article  is  inserted  on 
petition  of  E.  Grace  Laxson  and  35  others. 

Twenty-first — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent  (1  1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1945  for  the  purpose  of  pub- 
licizing and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  re- 
sources of  the  Town  together  with  other  Towns  of  the 
Merrimack  Valley  Regional  Association. 

Twenty-second — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize its  Selectmen  to  erect  on  the  site  of  the  old  Town 
House,  a  semi-fire  proof  Town  office  building  with  vaults 
for  holding  the  Town  records,  and  an  assembly  room  of 
sufficient  size  for  committee  meetings,  municipal  Court 
and  other  Town  purposes,  said  building  not  to  exceed  in 
cost  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00)  Dollars, 
instructing  the  Selectmen  to  use  the  Town  Hall  Insurance 
Fund  now  amounting  to  $17,650.00  and  to  issue  notes  for 
the  balance,  or  to  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Twenty-third — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  transfer  the 
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School  Fund,  so  called,  the  principal  of  said  fund  being 
$350.00,  to  the  School  District  and  the  Parsonage  Fund, 
so  called,  the  principal  of  said  fund  being  $800.00  to  be 
divided  in  proportion  as  the  interest  has  been  paid  to  the 
Churches. 

Twenty-fourth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  elect  to  ap- 
prove of  the  inclusion  of  its  officers  and  employees  in  the 
Employees  Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, which  system  is  provided  for  by  Chapter  27-A  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  163  of  the  Laws 
of  1945,  and  provided  by  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws,  of 
1945  and  any  subsequent  amendments  thereto. 

Twenty-fifth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
a  lot  of  land  if  deeded  to  the  Town  by  Mrs.  Eleanor  A. 
Brown  to  be  used  as  a  cemetery  for  the  Brown  families 
and  their  relatives,  provided  there  shall  be  no  expense  to 
the  Town.  That  a  certain  sum  of  money  will  be  given  the 
Town  by  Mrs.  Brown  when  land  is  deeded  to  be  used  as 
a  trust  fund  for  the  care  of  said  Cemetery  after  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Brown. 

Twenty-sixth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  be  placed  in 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  at  a  later  date  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  Tax  maps  and  Records  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto. 

Twenty-seventh- — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  estab- 
lish a  Sewer  Fund,  so  called,  so  that  all  Entrance  Fees  or 
rentals  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund  to  be 
used  for  the  replacement,  repairs  or  extensions  of  the 
sewerage  system  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

Twenty-eighth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  tar 
the  road  leading  from  Mast  Road  past  the  dwelling  of 
Theodore  Reynolds  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same.  This  article  is  inserted  on  petition  of  B.  F. 
Greer  and  ten  others. 
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Twenty-ninth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty 
($350.00)  Dollars  for  improvement  and  maintenance  of 
Barnard  Playground  and  care  of  Commons. 

Thirtieth — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  poor, 
construction  and  maintenance  of  highways  and  bridges  and 
all  other  necessary  Town  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year, 
including  the  amount  required  for  Memorial  Day. 

Thirty-first — To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors 
and  Committees  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Thirty-second — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT   OF   TRUSTEES 
GOFFSTOWN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  heavy  snows  of  early  1945  caused  a  leak  in  the  roof 
of  the  library  building  and  in  addition  the  roof  over  the 
basement  door  rotted  away.  Repairs  necessitated  thereby 
constituted  the  principal  item  of  repair  expenses  during 
the  past  year. 

When  the  Air  Raid  Warning  Service  was  discontinued 
soon  after  V-J  Day,  the  officials  of  that  organization  re- 
moved all  their  property  from  the  south  basement  room 
which  had  been  used  as  their  headquarters  during  the  war. 
After  this  was  completed,  all  town  property  not  belonging 
to  the  library  was  moved  into  that  room.  This  left  the 
north  basement  room  free  for  the  storage  of  obsolete  and 
seldom-used  books  which  are  shelved  there  where  they 
may  be  consulted  if  desired. 

On  December  14  the  use  of  the  children's  room  was 
granted  to  Drs.  Backus  and  Reiner  for  a  toxoid  clinic  for 
pre-school  and  primary  school  children.  The  doctors 
were  assisted  by  Miss  Edith  "Walker,  school  nurse,  Mrs. 
Claire  Hamilton  of  the  State  Health  Board  and  Mrs.  Grace 
Gage,  R.N.,  of  this  town,  and  more  than  40  children  were 
inoculated. 

The  treasurer's  report  lists  the  annual  gift  from  the 
Shirley  Club  for  the  purchase  of  children's  books  while  the 
usual  number  of  volumes  have  been  purchased  with  the 
income  from  trust  funds  as  well  as  from  the  general  ap- 
propriation. At  Grasmere,  Mrs.  Floss  generously  offered 
the  use  of  her  home  for  the  weekly  delivery  of  books 
when  conditions  at  the  school  building  made  it  inconveni- 
ent to  continue  there. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  December  22,  the  library  was 
closed  during  the  funeral  of  Miss  Mary  A.  Warren,  a  20- 
year  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.   Always  interested 
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in  the  welfare  of  the  town,  and  especially  its  young  peo- 
ple, Miss  Warren  had  been  a  valuable  member  of  the 
library  family  and  we  who  were  privileged  to  work  with 
her  felt  her  loss  keenly.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  High  School 
Auditorium  in  said  district  on  the  16th  day  of  March, 
1946,  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  T©  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years.

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  District  of  Goffstown: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

The  opening  of  school  in  September  found  several 
changes  in  our  teaching  staff.  In  the  elementary  schools 
Miss  Ruth  Jones,  who  had  taught  at  both  the  Grasmere 
and  White  Schools,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Man- 
chester. Miss  Natalie  Hopkins  moved  to  Hooksett,  and 
Miss  Lucy  Jacobs  left  the  Shirley  Hill  School.  To  re- 
place these  teachers  we  secured  Mrs.  Una  G.  McKee,  who 
had  taught  several  years  in  West  Stewartston,  Miss  Norma 
Luby,  previously  two  years  in  the  Bow  schools,  and  Miss 
Marion  Nelson,  who  had  taught  a  similar  period  in  the 
schools  of  Merrimack. 

In  the  High  School  we  had  two  vacancies  to  fill.  Miss 
Marion  Lathe,  for  several  years  head  of  the  English 
Department,  resigned  to  be  married,  and  Mr.  Frank 
Thompson,  who  had  taught  mathematics  and  chemistry, 
also  resigned.  These  teachers  were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Avis 
M.  Colby,  an  experienced  teacher  from  Meredith  and 
Littleton,  and  Mr.  William  Picerillo,  previously  at 
Farmington.  One  additional  teacher  was  added  to  the 
staff, — Mrs.  Helen  H.  Scott,  who  had  taught  a  number 
of  years  in  Connecticut.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the  School 
Board  and  Superintendent  that  it  would  be  advisable  to 
employ  a  teacher  whose  primary  interest  and  function 
should  be  in  the  work  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade. 
For  several  years  previous  to  this  one,  the  subjects  of  these 
grades  had  been  handled  by  the  high  school  teachers.  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  so-called  Junior 
High  School  is  being  carried  on  in  a  far  more  satisfactory 
manner  than  was  true  during  the  past  few  years. 

I  should  like  to  concern  the  major  part  of  this  annual 
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report  with  a  consideration  of  the  present  crowded  con- 
dition at  the  White  Building,  together  with  probable  de- 
velopments in  the  High  School  Building.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  School  District  is  faced  with  a  vitally  important 
problem, — one  which  demands  careful  consideration  and 
planning  on  the  part  of  all  of  us.  It  is  an  educational 
and  economic  problem.  Not  only  is  it  important  for  any 
community  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the  educa- 
tion of  its  youth,  but  it  is  also  economically  an  asset  for 
a  community  to  provide  good  schools  for  potential  resi- 
dents of  our  town. 

During  the  present  school  year  the  enrollment  in  the 
White  Building  has  increased  considerably  over  the  num- 
bers of  a  year  ago.  At  the  present  time  we  have  126 
youngsters  in  the  three  rooms, — 44  in  Grades  1-2,  36  in 
Grades  3-4,  and  46  in  Grades5-6.  (The  ideal  numbers  of 
pupils  in  these  rooms,  determined  by  the  size  and  shape 
of  the  rooms,  is  35,  28,  and  30  respectively.)  Our  proba- 
ble numbers  in  these  rooms  next  year  will  approximate  42. 
It  is  obvious  that  we  must  provide  an  additional  room  to 
take  care  of  the  increased  numbers  of  pupils. 

A  year  from  this  coming  fall  we  will  face  a  similar 
situation  in  Grades  7-8.  There  will  be  enrolled  in  those 
grades  about  53  youngsters,  which  will  necessitate  the 
separating  of  Grades  7-8  into  two  rooms.  All  of  the  above 
figures  are  based  on  children  now  in  our  schools,  with 
no  allowance  for  others  that  may  enter  from  outside 
sources. 

Among  the  other  problems  facing  us  during  the  next 
few  years  are — 

1.  A  new  location  for  the  school  shop:  Now  located 
over  the  two  lower  grade  rooms  in  the  White  Building, 
the  rumble  and  noise  created  by  the  machines  is  a  con- 
stantly disturbing  factor  to  the  grade  teachers. 

2.  Increased  facilities  for  physical  education:  The 
school  curriculum  of  the  near  future  is  going  to  demand 
that  our  schools  provide  an  adequate  physical  education 
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and  health  program  for  all  youngsters.  Our  present  plant 
is  not  equipped  to  offer  such  a  program.  Increased  toilet 
facilities,  added  showers,  lockers,  etc.  should  be  provided. 

3.  A  noon  lunch  program:  At  the  present  time  we 
have  no  space  nor  equipment  for  such  a  program.  Some 
130  pupils  remain  at  the  school  during  the  noon-lunch 
period.  From  a  standpoint  of  proper  health  direction,  they 
should  be  provided  the  opportunity  for  a  warm  and 
properly  prepared  lunch.  Not  only  would  such  a  pro- 
gram provide  a  suitable  lunch,  but  it  could  be  provided 
at  an  economical  cost  to  the  pupil. 

4.  A  school  auditorium:  We  now  have  no  suitable 
school  auditorium.  The  present  hall  on  the  second  floor 
does  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  school  for  activities  such 
as  dramatics,  musicals,  and  school  graduations.  Such  a 
hall  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown  has  long  been 
needed  and  should  be  provided. 

An  attempt  to  offer  solutions  for  the  above  problems 
is  not  an  easy  one.  In  the  mind  of  the  writer  two  courses 
might  be  followed,  both  of  them  calling  for  additions  to 
the  present  high  school  building. 

1.  An  addition  of  two  rooms  to  the  present  wing  of 
the  high  school  would  provide  space  to  alleviate  the 
crowded  conditions  in  the  White  Building,  and  the  antici- 
pated enrollment  in  Grades  7-8  a  year  from  this  fall. 
Such  an  addition  would  not  provide  for  the  solution  of 
the  remainder  of  our  problems  mentioned  above. 

2.  The  construction  of  an  auditorium,  attached  to  the 
high  school,  would  undoubtedly  solve  the  present  major 
problems.  With  such  an  addition  we  could  convert  our 
present  assembly  hall  into  two  classrooms,  and  in  that 
manner  allow  for  our  expansion  in  the  elementary  grades. 
The  building  of  an  auditorium  would  also  provide  ample 
space  in  the  basement  for  our  school  shop,  for  locker  and 
shower  rooms  for  physical  education.  If  such  an  addition 
were  made,  we  could  convert  our  present  gymnasium  into 
a  noon-lunch  room. 
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I  realize  that  the  costs  of  such  an  auditorium  are  great, 
but  I  feel  that  the  demands  for  such  a  hall  and  the  use 
made  of  it  by  the  school  and  by  the  community  warrant 
our  profound  consideration  of  the  project  at  this  time. 
Although  building  costs  are  considerably  higher  than  they 
were  ten  years  ago,  much  of  the  added  expense  will  be 
offset  by  lower  finance  charges  possible  at  this  time,  and 
in  the  interim  we  will  have  had  added  years  of  usefulness 
for  the  various  purposes  outlined  above.

REPORT  OF   THE  SCHOOL   NURSE 


The  school  nurse  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
school  year  September,  1944  through  December,  1945. 

At  the  Village  School  about  270  pupils  were  examined. 
Dr.  Backus  examined  the  children  at  the  White  building, 
and  Dr.  Reiner  examined  the  high  school  pupils,  giving 
special  attention  to  those  who  wished  to  play  basket  ball. 
At  the  Bartlett,  Grasmere,  and  Shirley  Hill  schools  Dr. 
Reiner  examined  about  150  children,  and  the  parents  were 
contacted  or  notified  of  any  defects  found. 

The  following  report  shows  the  number  of  pupils 
affected  during  the  school  year: 

Defective  vision  46.     Number  of  defects  corrected    42."~ 

Defective  teeth  350.    Number  of  defects  corrected  280. 

Diseased  tonsils  45.      Number  of  defects  corrected    28. 

Four  children  had  appendectomies. 

Two  children  had  scarlet  fever  in  the  Spring  of  1945. 

Twenty-three  children  had  chicken  pox  during  the  Fall 
and  Winter. 

Four  children  have  had  whooping  cough. 

One  child  had  pneumonia. 

One  child  had  poliomyelitis. 

There  was  one  orthopedic  case. 

Six  children  were  accompanied  to  the  school  physician's 
office. 

One  boy  was  taken  to  the  County  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment. 

One  girl  was  taken  to  the  County  Hospital  for  a  com- 
plete blood  test. 

An  audiometer  test  was  given  April  17-20,  and  another 
on  May  14,  1945.  This  test  is  to  determine  how  well  a 
child  can  hear. 
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A  toxoid  clinic  was  held  at  the  Goffstown  Library  De- 
cember, 1945.  Forty  school  children,  and  five  pre-school 
children  received  the  treatment,  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Trustees  at  this  time  for  their  kindness  in  allowing  us  to 
use  the  library  for  our  clinic.  At  the  Bartlett,  Grasmere, 
and  Shirley  Hill  Schools  over  fifty  children  were  treated. 
Our  second  clinic  will  be  held  the  first  of  January. 

In  view  of  the  increased  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  the  country  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the 
State  Board  of  Education  are  combining  their  efforts  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  any  spread  of  diphtheria  by  an 
intensive  program  of  diphtheria  immunization  by  estab- 
lishing clinics  which  will  reach  every  community. 

Those  children  through  the  fourth  grade  who  have  had 
one  treatment  are  advised  to  have  the  second  one,  and  ba- 
bies at  the  age  of  six  months  and  over  should  be  protected 
by  this  procedure  of  immunization. 

The  Patch  Test,  a  test  for  tuberculosis,  is  to  be  given  to 
high  school  pupils  this  Spring, 

92  home  visits  were  made  during  the  school  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  chose  the  following  as 
members  of  the  Planning  Board:  William  R.  Eaton, 
Harry  S.  Parker,  Edith  Durrell,  Ruth  B.  Luscombe,  Jean 
Larivierre,  George  E.  Wright,  and  David  V.  Prugh. 

Following  a  meeting  with  a  representative  of  the  State 
Planning  and  Development  Commission  it  was  decided  to 
prepare  a  preliminary  planning  map  of  the  Town.  This 
map,  consisting  of  a  plan  of  the  whole  town  on  a  scale 
of  1000'  equals  V\  and  separate  plans  of  the  Village  and 
of  Pinardville  each  on  the  scale  of  500'  equals  V\  has  been 
prepared,  and  copies  are  available  for  general  use  by  any- 
one interested. 

The  Board  has  marked  a  map  with  colored  pins  to  indi- 
cate the  different  kinds  of  residences,  schools,  churches, 
county  buildings,  town  buildings;  retail  stores;  manufac- 
turing plants;  garages  and  filling  stations;  commercial 
poultry  houses.  This  map  is  on  display  at  the  Town 
Meeting  to  show  the  present  natural  zoning  of  the  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  Town.  It  will  be  of  considerable  advan- 
tage in  preparing  a  zoning  program  for  the  future. 

The  hazards  connected  with  the  present  traffic  inter- 
section at  South  Mast  Street  and  Pleasant  Street  were 
discussed,  with  the  Selectmen.  The  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment was  requested  to  make  a  proposal  for  a  new  traffic 
circle  at  this  location.  The  plan  proposed  by  the  Depart- 
ment has  been  approved  by  the  Board,  and  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  change  has  been  included  in  the  Budget. 

Although  the  Board  is  intending  to  prepare  a  long  range 
program  for  the  development  of  the  Town  in  the  future, 
there  may  be  many  matters  which  should  be  taken  care  of 
from  time  to  time.  Everyone  should  feel  free  to  present 
any  planning  problem  at  any  time  by  referring  the  matter 
to  any  member  of  the  Board.
